A committee of the Ohio Bar asso- 
ciation, composed of Hon. John W. 
\Varrington, Hon. Aaron A. Ferris 
and Hon. Harlan Cleveland, of Ciucin 
nati, Hon. Charles T. Lewis, ol Tole- 
do, and Senator James R. Garlield, of 
Cleveland, has reported a revised mu- 
nicipal code, which will be submitted 
by that body to the next legislature 
for action. 
It will be remembered 
tbat a municipal code prepared by 
Judge D- F. Pugh. of Columbus and 
Judge Edward Kibler, of Newark, 
under authority of the legislature, 
was presented to the last legislature, 
but met defeat because it contained a 
number of objectionable and imprac- 
ticable features^ The committee sub- 
mits the following statement of what 
thev have sought to accomplish: 
1." The separation of executive, 


legislative and jud cial functions. 
2. The classification of municipali- 
ties into two and only two classes. 
3. The merit system applied 
to 
substantially all appointive offices. 
4. The elimination of a large num- 


ber of elective oftices. 
5. The consequent elimination of 
national and state politic^ from mu- 
nicipal elections and government, 


tj. 
'1 be limitation of taxation. 


7. The definite and rigid location 


of power aad responsibility in officials 
from the highest to the lowest- 


8. The granting of public fran- 
chises oalv after thorough prepara- 
tion and approval by vote of electors- 
It is noteworthy tbat the new code 
drops the doctrine of municipaliza- 
tion. The clauses of the Pugh-Kibler 
code relating to the municipal owner- 
ship of street railways, telephone=,gas 
and electric plants have been wisely 
eliminated. So also have the clauses 
for non-partisan elections. 
Beth of 
these were the work of doctrinaires. 
A code, like a constitution, 
ID would 
seem, must embrace only those fea- 
tures on which there is a unanimous 
or almost unanimous public opinion 
It must be built on the lines which 
fully realize tbat all law is compromise: 
that, wbai, certain elements oppose 
heartily and others praise unstinting- 
lv must be dropped because of the m- 
cTviidble friction. In consequence of 
this truism,if there is criticism ahead 
for the revised code it must lie in the 
third and fifth provisions. Public 
sentiment is not by any means unani- 
mous on these points. 
There .are 
strong elements opposing civil service 
and the elimination of party from 
municipal elections within both of the 
major political parties. 
The proposed code destroys all 


grades and classes of cities, amend- 
ing present laws so that they legislate 
for cities and towns by name. All 
municipal corporations are either 
cities or villages,tbose having 3.000 or 
more inhabitants being cities and 
those having less being villages. 


Civil service for all departments of 


municipal government is provided for 
in its mcst complete form, and it is 
provided that ihe civil service com- 
missions in the different cities shall 
be appointed by the governor instead 
of the rnavors. 
The federal plan of government is 


provided for all cities, with the legis- 
iative,executive and judicial branches 
distinct. Members of council, the 
mavor and judge of police court are 
elective, all other offices are appoint- 
ive. The city is divided into four dis- 
tricts, each of whicn is entitled to a 
member in council: then there are 
ihree councilmen-at-large provided 
for, one of whom shall be chosen pres- 
ident. Thus the legislative body in 
each city will contain but seven mem- 
bers, whose terms shall be but two 
years. 
In the executive branch the code 
provides tbat ali municipal officers 
shall be chosen annually on the first 
Monday in April. Ail executive pow- 
er in cities is vested in the mayor anc 
four beads ef departments whom he 
snail appoint, the departments being 
accounts, law, public safety and pub- 
lic improvements. Practically every 
employe in the city, excepting elec 
tive officers and heads of departments 
is to be app ointed from a classified 
service list, and after an examination 
showing bis fitness for the position to 
which he aspires. The salaries of al 
municipal officers, including council 
men, are to be fixed by ordinance. 
Considerable attention is given ii 
the code to the matter of finance am 
taxation, and it is provided specifical- 
ly that the aggregate of all taxes lev- 
ied for municipal purpose, to be put 
upon the grand duplicate, excluding 
the tax for school and schoolhouse 
purposes, shall not exceed in any one 
year on each dollar of property as val- 
ued for taxation, sixteen (16; mills in 
cities and eight >'Sj mills in villages- 
In the matter of public utilities it 
is provided that.for example.ih grant- 
ing of franchises for street railroads, 
the directors of law and public safety 
the mayor, president of council and 
one other member of council chosen 
for that purpose, are constitute* a 
commission to draft an ordinance con- 
taining conditions upon which it is 
proposed -to make the grant. This 
draft then goes before council for con- 
sideration. If adopted then advertis- 
ing for bids in accordance with the 
terms of the ordinance begins. When 
the bids have been received, then two 
questions are submitted to the voters 
at the next general municipal elec- 
tion; Srst.as to whether this franchise 
shall be granted; second, which bid 
shall be accepted.

Fish Car of the Ohio Commission Passed 


Through the City. 


After depositing a large number of 
fish JH the Muskingnm at Zanesville 
the car Buckeye, of the Ohio game 
and fish commission, was tatcen north 
over tBfr' Wheeling passing through 
Coshocton but leaving no fish here. 
The car planted 6,000 fish at Con- 
gress lake and 6.500 in the Tuscaraw- 
as at MassilloD. 
The state hatcheries are located at 


London and distribute 1,000,000 fish 
in the state every year* 
The car, Buckeye, is a complete in- 
stitution in itself. It contains a pri- 
vate office for the superintendent, 
which is located in one end. a kitchen 
in the other, and five tanks, each cap- 
able of holding 5.00U fish. The tank.-, 
are built on either side of the car, 
with a passage way running through 
the center between them. The fish 
are transferred from the tanks by 
means of dip nets into large iron 
buckets and then gently poured into 
the body of water for which they are 
intended.

An emissary to 
President Castro from an influential 
Venezuelan official at Maracaibo pass- 
ed through here. The emis»ary is 
charged to persuade President Castro 
to refrain from taking aggressive ac- 
tion on the frontier, but to hold the 
troops on the Venezuelan side ready 
to repel a Colombian advance should 
any be made. It is reported here that 
Venezuela is actively recruiting in the 
state of Carabobo. and that the Vene- 
zuelans intend sending 3,000 men with 
arms and ammunition to guard the 
frontier oa the Guajira peninsula.

Two feet of con- 
rete protects the bottom of the cas- 
ket. The excavation is 15 feet deep,

When Crolgosz was arraigned in

1901. the assassin evinced 
i desire to speak but could not get his 
voice above a whisper, and t^s words 
were repeated to the court by his 
counsel. "There was no one else but 
me," the prisoner said ia a whisper. 
"No one else told me to do it, and 
no one paid me to do it. I was not 
told anythins about the crime and I 
never thought anything about that un- 
til a couple of days before 1 commit- 
ted the crSiae." 
Czolgosz sat down. He was quite 


calm, but it was evident that his mind 
was flooded with thoughts of his own 
distress.
